Ifalarial Soil. 


The ophiion is expressed by Dr. Bach- 


man, 
an accepted authority ia such in- 


vestigations, that the ".long -.current be- 
lief that the source of malaria:is in the" 
air is erroneous. The germ, he'says, 
•which is of soil origin, is strictly : a 
protozoa, reaching its highest develop-, 
ment in low, moist ground, "with a fa- 
vorable temperature. Surrounded by 
the proper soil conditions, this protozoa 
passes from one stage of life into anoth- 
er with cqusiderable: rapidity, so that 
in the present state of. experimental 
knowledge it is impossible to identify 
it Further, this protozoa passes through 
so many forms or stages of life that in 
some of these stages-it is light enough 
to float and be transported by the moist 
air of low grounds, but in this state is 
comparatively harmless except under 
extraordinary- conditions. Not until the 
surface water is used does any real mis- 
chief begin, when by reason of higher 
development it has become much.more 
virulent than that floating in the air, 
and a very short period of incubation 
is.sufficient to develop a severe' case of 
malarial fever in the newcomer who 
uses the surf ace water. From personal 
observation, Dr. Baohman declares that 
the exclusive use of pure, deep seated 
water affords entire immunity against 
malaria in sections of country where 
no white man would dare to live using 
the surface water.—New York Tribune. 


Evolution of tlie Microscope. 


The microscope has been very slowly 


evolved and is tho creation of no one 
man. 
In its. present form it is, lite a 


living species according to-Darwin, the 
outcome of tho survival of tho fittest of 
innumerable variations, the majority of 
which have been discarded. Indeed to 
one interested in microscopes and famil- 
iar with tho present modol nothing can 
seem quainter than the old forms which 
prevailed during the earlier half of this 
century and have since become extinct 
In the evolution of the microscope two 
factors have been dominant, the demand 
for optical improvement arid tho de- 
mand for mechanical convenience. Both 
of these demands have been well met, EO 
that there appeal's little left for the fu- 
ture to achieve until an., entirely new 
direction is opened for further evolution. 
It need ^hardly bo promised that the 
optical part is. the essential part of a 
microscope. The optical performance of 
tho best microscopes is today perfect, 
having become so very slowly by nu- 
merous small improvements.. Although 
magnifying glasses were invented, it is 
said, in the twelfth century, compound 
microscopes with achromatic lenses have 
been in.use barely three-quarters of a 
century, while the;introduction of ho- 
mogeneous immersion lenses dates from 
1878, and of the perfected apochromutic 
lenses from 1886.—Charles Sedgwick 
Hiiiot in North American .Review.

THK BATTLE OF THE STANDAK1JS 


Two or three years after the passag 


of the Demonetization Act of 1873, whe 
the public were informed of the ou 
raga, the Bepablicaa leaders on thi 
coast apologized to their constituents 
and promised if continued in power t 
right the wrong. The Virginia Entei 
prise, the leading Bepublicau paper o 
Nevada, admitted that the passage o 
the act was a grave mistake and assurei 
its readers that it would be immedi 
ately rectified. In 1878, when the Dem 
ocrats were in the ascendency in th 
House of Kepresentatives, Bland 
Missouri introduced a bill to romone 
tize silver. It was an absolute fre 
aoinage measure and was supported by 
Hon. Thomas Wren of this State, then 
Congressman from Nevada. It passec 
the House, but the Republican Senati 
emasculated it. The House refused t< 
concur in the Senate amendments"and 
a conference committee of the two 
houses agreed upon the Standard dol 
lar, or Bland-Allison bill. B. B. Hayes 
the eight-to-seven President, vetoed the 
bill, and both houses passed it over 
the veto. The act authorized the Sec 
retary of the Treasury to purchase ail 
ver bullion and to ..coin not less than 
2,000,000 nor more than 4,000,000 stand 
ard dollars monthly. Since then nuiu- 
eroas attempts have been made to re 
store silver to its old standard, that is 
to open the mints to silver as well as to 
gold, but enough members of the olc 
parties combined in Congress to degeac 
each and every free coinage measure 
that came before that body. The triuks 
of the politicians, who, it is but rea- 
sonable to assume, were working in the 
interests of the gold trust, exaspsrated 
the people, and they resolved to make 
a desperate effort to rescue the Govern 
ment from the control of the money 
power. Party ties were severed, and 
with one accord, the South and West 
determined to unite against the golc 
combination. Silver men left Ithe Ke- 
pnblican Convention, and gold men did 
not participate in the nominations in 
the Democratic Convention,and openly 
declared they would not support jts 
nominees. In one of tke National con- 
ventions, the private car and gilt-edged 
delegates declared for the single gold 
standard; in the other, the delegates 
from the farms and the mines of the 
South and West proclaimed for free 
coinage. 


The issue is, therefore, squarely 


made. The contest is not between the 
Republicans and Democrats, as Bopub- 
licans will {support 'Bryan, and Demo- 
crats, or men claiming to be such, will 
support McKinley, but between the sin- 
gle gold standard, and the double or 
bimetallic standard. 
The success of 


the one means a continuation of the 
business depression for. four 
years 


more; victory for the other means a re- 
torn to ,normal prosperity as soon as 
Congress can be convened after the in- 
auguration of a free coinage President. 
Under such circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that all who favor the remone- 
tization of silver are declaring that 
they will support William J. Bryan for 
President of the United States.
